Interstate Commerce Commission De- 


cides to Institute an Inquiry Into 
the Relations Between American 
Railways and German Transatlantic 
Lines—Step of Interest to AH. 


Washington, June 20.—A proceeding 


of Inquiry will be instituted by the in- 
terstate commerce commission into 
the affairs of the Hamburg-American 
Packet company, which is charged by 
Peter Wright & Sons, general agents 
at Philadelphia of the Cosmopolitan 
Shipping company and the Cosmopoli- 
tan lines, with pooling and maintain- 
ing monopolies in restraint of trade. 
The inquiry will have to deal with 
an alleged combination between rail- 
roads in the United States and the 
German shipping concern, and there- 
fore interests every American produ- 
cer, manufacturer or shipper aspiring 
to introduce his goods to foreign con- 
sumers. 


According to the complaint on which 


action was taken by the commission, 
the Hamburg-American Packet com- 
pany has built up a complete monopoly 
of the eastbound traffic originating ia 
Chicago. St. Louis, Kansas City, Oma- 
ha, Minneapolis, Duluth, Cleveland 
and other manufacturing centers of 
the United States intended for interior 
points or places on the continent of 
Europel The complaint reviews what 
it claims to be unfair methods ia 
stifling competition. 


The Cosmopolitan Shipping com- 


pany of Philadelphia, which figures as 
the complainant, operates lines to Rot- 
terdam. Leith and Copenhagen. The 
charges allege an ironclad trust in 
transatlantic freight-carrying exists 
between 
the 
Hamburg - American 


Packet company, the Xorth German 
Lloyd. Scandinavian-American line and 
the "Wilson (Hull) line, and that this 
pool apportions the volume of traffic 
each of its members shall carry and 
from what port or ports each line shall 
make its sailings, thus involving the 
apportionment of traffic originating in 
western cities—both as to character 
and amount—between the cities of the 
Xorth Atlantic seaboard 


In charging that the Hamburg-Amer- 


ican Packet company in its a-most ab- 
sohne control of eastbound and west- 
bound traffic between interior points 
of the United States and Hamburg is 
a monopoly in restraint of trade, the 
complaining company raises an inter- 
national Question. The allegation is 
made that the foreign corporation is 
backed by the German government, 


shippers all over the United States 
who forward goods to Baltic ports, di- 
verts freight to and from American 
ports at its own will without regard to 
the natural flow of trade, and uses co- 
ercive and unlawful methods to crash 
competition. 


The inquiry is expected to be one of 


the most stupendous ever undertaken, 
and of a character different from any 
that ever before has engaged the at- 
tention of the commission.

Will Go the Millikin Steel Contracts. 


Review of the Trade. 


Xew York, June 20.—The Millikin 


failure, says the Iron Age, has had a 
somewhat pronounced sentimental ef- 
fect, both here and abroad, where its 
significance was not clearly under- 
stood. The fact that the steel plant 
and rolling mills have been shut down 
and that the fabricating shop only will 
be operated to fill contracts, causes 
some displacements.

The Ka?ue. June 20.—The surprise 


of the second session of the peace con- 
i>rf>nc^ was ;he formal reservation by 
General Porter, en bfbaif of the Unit- 
ed States, of the ricjht to present the 
qt;ps:icii of limitation of armaments. 
Together •wi:h this, he a-so reserved 
the r:^ht to introduce the subject of 
iho collie; ion of contractual debts by 
force. Sir Edward Frey also served 
rotice that Great Britain reserved the 
ricbr to introduce subjects outside the 
pros-am. b'!t less significance Is at- 
tached to his action.
